The present tar- 
iff bill contains a provision which 
transfers to the executive an almost 
absolute power in the imposition of 
taxes. If there be one tradition of the 
English-speaking race which might be 
regarded as basic in our theory of 
liberty, it was that taxes should only 
be imposed with the consent of rep- 
resentatives of the people in congress 
assembled.” 

Mr. Beck said he joined Congress- 
man Crisp, democrat, Georgia, in op- 
posing this provision on the floor of 
the house and although “our col- 
leagues admitted our constitutional ar- 
gument was unanswerable they did 
net take the provision out of the bill. 
This incident serves to show our loss 
of constitutional morality. In recent 
years there has been no disposition to 
argue the constitutional phase of any 
proposed law in congress, Such a de- 
bate would be regarded as a loss of 
public time, as the question must ul- 
timafely be determined by the su- 
preme court. Laws are frequently 
passed of very doubtful constitutional- 
ity and their validity left to the proc- 
esses of litigation. This might be a 
satisfactory division of government 
work if the supreme court had _ un- 
restricted and plenary power to disre- 
gard a constitutional statute or ex- 
ecutive act, but such is not the fact. 

Anti-Constitutional Laws. 

“Many laws are politically anti- 
constitutional without being juridical- 
ly uneonstitutional. Even in cases 
where the judiciary can determine the 
validity of a law, it yet holds that all 
doubts must be resolved in favor of 
the legislation, and that only a clear 
and almost indisputable repugnance 
to the constitution will justify a de- 
cision adverse to its validity. In this 
way many laws which congress re- 
garded as of doubtful constitutional- 
ity when they passed them and Which 
the court itself regards of doubtful 
constitutionality, are yet enforced on 
the ground that their repugnancy to 
the constitution is not clear beyond a 
reasonable doubt. Through — this 
breach in the dike a flood of legis- 
lation wholly inieoensistent with the 
spirit, and at times with the letter 
of the constitution, constantly passes, 
and being thus accepted as law, the 
constitution itself is slowly weak- 
ened.” 

()ther speakers on the bar associa- 
tion convention program were Judge 
W. F. Jenkins of the Georgia court 
of appeals; E. Smythe Gambrell. At- 
lanta lawyer,and Judge J.N. Talley, 
of Macon. Judge Talley gave a sketch 
of “The Southern Cirenit” in past 
years and Mr. Gambrell read a paper 
on “The Practice of Law by Trusf 
Companies and Other Lay Interests.”

REFARATIONS BODY 
HITS ANOTHER SNAG: 


Paris. May 31.—(4)—The- ba- 
rometer of the reparationg conference 
rose rapidly today with agreements 
on some of the German conditions but 
dropped a bit tonight when it was 
learned that the German government 
had not, as expected, named a pleni-- 
potentiary to negotiate with the Bel-— 
gians on the redemption ‘of German pa- 
per marks imposed on that country 
during the war. e 

In keeping with the accelerated 
pace of the conference during the last 
few days, the experts had worked 
until midnight last night and this 
morning disposed of several of the 
minor German conditions. Later they 
consented to lifting the lien on Ger- 
man railways, which under the Dawes 
plan had served as a guarantee for in- 
terest payments on the Dawes loan. 
They also came to an agreement with. 
the Germans as to a modified form 
of eventual moratorium for two 
years on internal payments of Ger- 
many on part of the protected an- 
nuities. . 

The experts had supposed that they 
were rid of the question of German 
marks in Helgium by inducing the 
two interested governments to nego- 
tiate for a direct settlement. This* 
evening, however, in the absence of 
any word that the Germans had 
named a delegate for that purpose, 
the Belgians reiterated their deter- 
mination not to sign any reparations © 
agreement unless the mark question 
is settled at the same time either 
by the experts or by the governments.

Democrats To Nominate 
Candidate for Governor.

Washington, May 31.—(?)—Bishop 
James Cannon, Jr., of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, today called 
upon the anti-Smith democrats of his 
native state of Virginia te earry for- 
ward a determined opposition to the 
state party leaders who supported <Al- 


fred E. Smith in the last presidential | 


campaign. 

Anonuncing that he would refrain 
from participation in the democratic 
primary next August for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for state offices, 
Bishop Cannon, who stumped the 
south for President Hoover, expressed 
the “hope that ether anti-Smith demo- 
crates will abstain from such partici- 


pation.” 
The church leader, in a letter to 
members of the Virginia executive 


¢cominittee of the anti-Smith demo- 
erats, which he made public here to- 
night, indorsed the holding of a con- 
vention of anti-Smith democrats at 
Roanoke on June 18. He said he 
hoped that convention would find and 
nominate for governor “an able, well 
qualified anti-Smith democrat who, did 
vote against Alfred KE. Smith, and did 
refuse to accept or follow the present 
national and state democratic leader- 
ship, and who will continue to do so.”

“And I believe that the election of 
such a candidate,” the Bishop wrote, 
“would be to the best interests, not 
ouly of the state of Virginia, but of 
the democratic party in state and na- 
tion, for such result would warn the

Bishop Cannon interpreted 
dent Hoover's victory in Virginia, the 
first of a republjcan presidential can- 
didate sfnce thé Civil War, as “a 
cleati-cut, sweeping repudiation by a 
majority of the people in Virginia of 
those democratic state leaders who 
Jollowed and defended’ Smith and Ras- 
kob and. villified the anti-Smith speak- 
ers and leaders.” 

“Up to this hour,” he continued, 
“no voice of protest has been raised by 
the Virginin members of the demo- 
tratic national committee or by the 
democratic state leadership 
xinia, against the continuation of the 
Kmith-Raskob leadership and against 
its so-called ‘liberal’ anti-prohibition 
policy. 

“To accept now the present-day still 


unwashed and still unrepentant state: 


or national democratic party leader- 
ship would be to brand nas utterly mis- 
taken and unwarranted the course 
pursued by the anti-Smith democrats 
in 1928, and would, therefore, very 
properly subject them to contempt 
and ridicule as ‘quitters’ or ‘cowards 
in a strenuous, unfinished, still con- 
tinuing conflict for the maintenance 
of the great moral and social policy 
of prohibition.

“Tt is surely a ground for congratu-

That's what 
makes me think that I would have 
been the next one to get shot, because 
she knew I was out of touch with my 
people and she was sort of afraid that 
I would talk. 

“My mother? I don’t know any- 
thing about my mother. I guess I 
might as well not have had a mother. 
She left when I was five weeks old. 
She may be living and she may be 
dead. I don’t know and neither does 
my father. 

“Why, I lived most of the time 
with my grandmother, my father's 
mother, and my aunt. I’m glad my 
grandmother won't know anything 
about this, because it would have

y killed her. She has been dead about a 
year, and I] guess if she was living 1 
never would have gotten into “this 
trouble. She was the only person who 
ever cared much about me, and she 
was mighty good to me.” 

Not Killer Type. 

Manchester is not the killer type. He 
is apparently the sort of young man 
one meets daily on the street and in 
the shops. He is well-dresed, almost 
dapper in his appearance, ‘and pos- 
sesses a manner that approaches be- 
ing charming. He talks freely and 
seems to wish to hide nothing, al- 
though he is well aware of the enor- 
mity of his crime and expects to pay 
the penalty for it. 

Strangely, he séems not to feel 
hatred or fear for the woman whom 
he claims to have misled him. All he 
says about her is that “she was nice 
to me and I guess she just talked me 
into it.” 

Manchester is expecting his father 
and brother to come to his aid, and 
until then he does not plan to engage 
a lawyer. 

“I don’t guess a lawyer can do 
me much good anyhow. I did the shoot- 
ing and I'm guilty all right.”

Flood of Selling Orders Hits 
Stock Market As Result of 
British Election and Grain 
Price Collapse. 


New York, May 31—A_ flood of 
selling orders came into the stock 


market immediately after the opening 


partly as a result of the election news 
from London and partly because of 
‘yesterday's further break of five cents 
a bushel in the price of wheat in Ca- 
nadian markets while our markets 
were closed for the holiday followed 
by lower wheat prices from London 
before our opening this morning. The 
early election news from London was 
that labor had won a sweeping vic- 
tory. Around noon London cables 
were less unfavorable aud our stock 
market started to recover under the 
Readership of the rails. 

The wheat market at Chicago opens 
at 10:50 our time and closes at 2:15. 
May wheat which closed Wednesday 
at 97 opened at 05 and then dropped 
to 93 14, the lowest level touched 
since 15 or when the bottom 
dropped out of our entire export trade 
on the outbreak of the war and be- 
fore our heavy exports started. 

Wall Street men recently returning 
from England reported in private 
talks that the chances were for a big 
election gain by labor. Nevertheless 
today’s London election returns were 
disturbing to our big and little hold. 
ers of long stocks. The Wall Street 
news tickers reported election returns 
from London every few inches on the 
tape throughout the day. 


Market Upset. 


The. stock market was upset by 
heavy selling from the west. Parts of 
this selling was to raise funds to take 
care of wheat market commitments 
and part from fear that the collapse 
in the wheat market would reduce the 
buying power of a large part of the 
country. Sharp declines occurred in 
the stocks of mail order and farm im- 
plement companies. Case Threshing 
was down 11 points inS&he early trad- 
ing from Wednesday's high and down 
212 points from the year's high. In- 
ternational Harvester was down 
10 1-2 points from Wednesday's hich 
and 27 3-4 from the 1929 high. Mont- 
gomery Ward was down 176 points 
from the year’s high on the basis of 
the old shares before the receut capi- 
tal readjustment.

Formation of Chapter of 
~ First Division Society 
To Be Discussed. 


Issuance of $414,000 building per- 
mit for construction of the First Bap- 
tist church on Peachtree street be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth by City Build- 


ing Inspector Charles J. Bowen, Fri- 
day. featured construction news. 

Tabulation of total building permits 
issued for May wp to late Friday aft- 
ernoon and including the large figure 
represented. in the First Baptist 
chureh permit resulted in a total of 
more than $1.500,000, Inspector Bow- 
een stated. This is said to be well in 
excess of the monthly average, al- 
though falling far behind the 85,000.- 
000 total of May, 1928, which was 
the largest in history of Atlanta build- 
ing records. The total figure involved 
in construction permits issued since 
the first of this year was in excess 
of $6,500,000, considered to be well 
in line with the city‘s normal growth, 
Mr. Bowen stated. 

The church structure, which is ex- 
pected to be one of the most elaborate 
religious edifices in Atlanta when 
completed, is being byjit of reinforced 
concrete and steel frime with stone 
and terra-cotter_exterior. It will be | 
located on the south end of the*Peach- 
tree block bounded by Fourth, Fifth 
and Cypress streets. 

‘The church plant, including ~ the 
Sunday school building, will extend 
through from Peachtree to Cypress, 
with the main building fronting on 
Peachtree and the Sunday school plant 
fronting on Cypress. The edifice will 
set back about 125 feet, giving ample 
room for lamiscape effect in front. 
The church proper will be 100 feet 
wide and 200 feet in depth, set off by 
a spire 190 feet high. The Sunday 
school plant is to be four stories high. 

Burge and Stevens are the archi- 
tects, while the Griffin Construction 
Company are contractors erecting the 
building... Preliminary work on the 
Sunday school plant yas started two 
months ago and the foundation has al- 
ready been laid for the main church 
building. The entire undertaking is
